MR.  CHAIRMAN,  MADAM  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  21st  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1961 . 

There  have  been  no  epidemd.es  of  significance  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
was  14  compared  with  17,  22,  18,  18,  and  13  respectively  in  the 
years  i960  to  1996  inclusive.  These  figures  do  not  include  oases 
reported  from  Shenley  Hospital. 

Steady  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  improvement  of 
environmental  health  conditions.  The  first  Smoke  Control  Area 
is  in  operation  and  has  not  resulted  in  any  serious  difficulty. 

The  necessary  preliminary  inspection  of  the  proposed  No.  2 
Smoke  Control  Area  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  provision  of  sufficient  adequate  housing  accommodation 
is  causing  some  concern  and  the  next  few  years  are  certain  to  be 
increasingly  difficult  as  many  more  young  couples  apply  for 
housing.  It  may  safely  be  said  that  the  provision  of  satisfactory 
housing  is  one  of  the  most  important  requirements  of  a healthy 
c omniunity . 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure,  once  again,  to  record  my  thanks 
to  the  Council  for  their  support  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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NATURAL  DRAINAGE  AM)  GEOLOGICAL  FORMATION 


The  direction  of  the  natural  drainage  is  roughly  South-East  to 
North-West  in  the  South-West  part,  and  Easterly  in  the  Eastern  part 
of  the  district.  In  the  Southern  part,  comprising  mainly  the 
residential  and  industrial  area  of  Borehamv/ood,  Tykes  Water  in  the 
West  and  the  Rowley  Lane  stream  in  the  East,  discharge  into  the 
Thames  via  the  River  Colne  and  into  the  River  Lee  respectively. 

In  addition,  there  is  in  the  North-East  part  of  the  area,  an'  outfall 
to  the  Lee  via  the  Swall.ow  Holes.  These  are  the  result  of  fissures 
in  the  chalk,  the  Miimnshall  brook  disappearing  below  ground  at 
North  Minims,  beyond  the  North  Eastern  boundary  of  the  district. 

The  Southern  half  of  the  district,  i.e.  South  of  Green  Street, 
is  mainly  London  Clay  to  a depth  of  200-390  feet.  North  of  this 
point,  extending  into  Shenley  and  flanked  by  London  Clay,  the 
subsoil  is  pebble  gravel,  with  chalk  and  glacial  gravel  beyond. 

At  the  extreme  North  of  the  district,  there,  is  boulder  clay  on  the 
East,  with  some  alluvium  and  valley  gravel  on  the  West. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  district  comprises  the  parishes  of  Shenley  and  Ridge 
which  are  chiefly  agricultural  and  residential,  and  Elstree. 

Elstree  parish  includes  Borehamv/ood  which  since  19^7  has  developed 
from  a village  into  a town  of  over  20,000  inhabitants.  Its  large 
modern  factories,  film  studios  and  television  studios  provide 
employment  for  residents  in  the  area  and  many  who  travel  into 
the  town  daily  from  London  and  other  places. 

The  London  Midland  Region  Railway  provides  a fast  and  frequent 
service  into  London.  Many  residents  live  here  in  the  green  belt 
and'  travel  to  work  daily  by  train,  bus  or  private  transport.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Rural  District  has  5 parishes,  Elstree,  Shenley  and  Ridge 

The  parish  of  Ridge  and  a small  part  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  parish  of  Shenley  and  the  rest  of  Elstree  parish  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company,, 

I am  indebted  to  the  above-mentioned  companies  for  the 
following  information  regarding  the  water  supplied  to  the  district 

1.  The  water  supply  lias  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

2.  6^9  samples  of  raw  water  were  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  were 
variable . 

2964  samples  of  supply  water  were  submitted  to 
bacterid ogical  examination.  The  results  were  very 
satisfactory. 

577  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined  chemically.

3.  Before  distribution  the  supply  water  is  chlorinated 

and  partially  dechl urinated.  Part  of  the  supply  water

9.  All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  with  the 
exception  of  one  isolated  house  in. the  parish  of 
Ridge  which  has  a water  supply  from  a private  well. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  main  centres  of  population  in  the  district  are  served 
by  drains  connected  to  the  trunk  sewer  of  the  South-West  Herts 
Main  Drainage  Authority,  the  sewage  being  treated  at  Rickmans  worth. 
There  are  small  treatment  works  within  the  district  at  Catherine 
Bourne  and  Bell  Lane,  Shenley  and  at  Watford  Road-,  Elstree. 

55  private  septic  tank  disposal  units  are  used  for  sewage 
treatment  at  farms  and  isolated  dwellings. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

The  number  of  houses  provided  only  with  pail  closets  has 
steadily  decreased,  but  there  are  still  20  houses  with  these 
primitive  arrangements. 

There  are  also  137  caravans  used  as  permanent  homes  within 
the  district.  II5  are  on  multiple  caravan  sites  and  have  the 
use  of  water  closets  in  communal  blocks  although  these  are  in 
some  instances,  over  l6o  yeards  from  the  caravan.'  Each  caravan 
usually  has  a chemical  closet,  the  contents  of  which  are  emptied 
into  the  drainage  system. 

With  one  exception,  the  22  caravans  stationed  on  individual 
sites  have  no  proper  drainage  facilities.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  improve  these  conditions  by  using  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960,  ■ v 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  whole  of  the 
district  by  the  Council  Ts  own  staff  (under  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor),  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  the  site  of  the  disused  sewage  works  at  Medburn  Farm,  Elstree 
and  at  Moor  Mills,  Park  Street,  Nr.  St.  Albans,  -;' 

During  the  year,  the  use  of  paper  sacks  for  domestic  refuse 
collection  was  tried  at  500  houses  and  proved  successful.  The 
Council  have  decided  to  extend  the  scheme  and  in  eighteen  months 
it  is  anticipated  that  dustbins  will  no  longer  be  in  use  in -this 
area.  The  reduction  in  flies,  dust,  noise,  and  the  improved 
working  conditions  for  the  refuse  collectors,  makes  this  a very 
w orthwhile  impr  ovement . 
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SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 

Normal  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  these 
premises  during  the  year.  No  statutory  action  was  taken. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  Elstree  Rural 
District. 

CLEAN  AIR 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean 
Air  and  is.  a constituent  member  of  the.  London  and  Home  Counties 
Clean  Air  Advisory  Council. 

The  Elstree  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Area,  extending  over. 

260  acres  and  including  1,^00  houses,  40  factories  and  several 
other  buildings  has  been  operative  for  two  winters  and  has 
functioned  satisfactorily.  Progress  is  being  made  on  the 
next  area  and  in  due  course  the  whole  of  Borehamwood  will  be 
covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Che  Rodent  Operative, ..is  employed  part-time  • on  this  work 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  Council  operate  a free  service  for  domestic  premises 
but  a charge  is  made  for  rodent  control  treatment  carried  out 
to  business  and  other  premises. 

During  the  year,  investigation  was  oarried  out  at  231 
properties  for  the  purpose  of  rodent  control.  Of  these, 

118  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  and  47  infested  with 
mice.  These  were  subsequently  treated  by  the  local  authority.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Owners  of  dwellings  may  obtain  grants  up  to  half  the  cost 
of  improving  them  or  converting  buildings  into  housing 
acc  ommodati on . 

A Standard  Grant  of  £1^9  i-s  payable  for  the  provision  of 
a bath  or  shower s wash-hand  basin,  hot  water  supply,  vat er 
closet  and  food  storage  facilities. 

A grant  up  to  £400  may  be  made  at  the  discretion  of  the 
local  authority  for  carrying  out  more  extensive  improvements. 

There  are  certain  conditions  which  must  be  observed 
for  a period  of  ten  years  after  a grant  is  ms.de,  but  the  owner 
is  able  to  increase  the  rent  by  12 of  his  expenditure  on 
improvements.  At  the  discretion  of  the  local  authority,  an 
even  higher  rent  may  be  charged. 

During  the  year,  4 applications  were  received  for 
Discretionary  Grants  toward  the  improvement  of  houses  in  the 
district.  Of  these,  2 applications  were  approved. 

4 applications  were  received  for 'Standard  Grants. 

All  were  approved. 

The  total  amount  of  the  grants  made  was  £728.

I hare  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  i960,,  - 

The  routine  inspection  of  premises  has  been  carried  out 
more  frequently  since  the  Council  appointed  another  District 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  farther  progress  has.  been  made 
particularly  on  smoke  control. 

The  implementation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  i960,  has  resulted  in  improvements  being 
carried  out  at  one  of  the  three  multiple  sites  in  the  district. 

It  is  hoped  that  a municipal  caravan  site  will  be  provided  in 
the  near  future  to  provide  satisfactory  facilities  for 
caravans  at  present  on  isolated  sites.  Legal  action  had  to 
be  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  one  caravan  which  was 
abandoned  in  a country  lane  by  its  owner.  A considerable 
amount  of  time  was  spent  in  trying  to  trace  the  owner  but 
eventually  the  vehicle  and  its  contents  were  destroyed  by 
order  of  the  Magistrates. 

I am  pleased  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their 
support,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  willing  co-operation,

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FOCD  & DRUG'S  ADMINISTRATION 


The  Hertfordshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  sampling 
Food  and  Drugs  in  this  district  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr .E.H. Griffiths, 
Divisional  Inspector,  Weights  Measures  Department  for  the  following 
information  regarding  samples  taken  in  the  Elstree  Rural  District 
during  1961 : —

Details  of  sample  which  was  not  genuine; 

Tinned  stewed  steak  c ontained  10$  gristle  and. skin.  This 
product  was  tinned  in  a neighbouring  County  and  assistance 
in  the  investigation  into  the  product  was  given  by  their 
Weights  and  Measures  Department.  On  finding  that  the 
Sample  we  had  taken  was  not  typical  of  the  product,  legal 
proceedings  were  not  taken. 

Foreign  Bodies  in  Foodstuffs;  1 

We  received  one  complaint  from  a school  about  the 
presence  of  a corroded  milk  bottle  top  at  the  bottom  of 
a bottle  of  school  milk.  The  Public  Analyst  examined 
this  cap  and  found  that  the  corrosion  was  due  to  the 
caustic  soda  cleansing  solution  used  in  the  dairy.  The 
cap  was  perfectly  sterile,  and  the  substance  of  the  milk 
was  unchanged.  This  foreign  body,  although  undesirable 
was  an  example  of  the  fact  that  its  presence  did  not 
necessarily  make  the  milk  "not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality  demanded".  It  v/as,  of  course,  very  similar 
to  the  circumstances  which  lead  to  the  decision  in 
Edwards  v Llaethdy  Merion  Ltd.  The  occurence  was, 
however,  strongly  taken  up  with  the  dairy  concerned. 

Another  complaint  by  a member  of  the  public  concerned 
a piece  of  wood  in  a bottle  of  pickle.  This  wood  was 
identified  as  a chip  from  a barrel  in  which  pickle 
ingredients  are  stored.  We  were  satisfied  that  ordinarily 
the  precautions  taken  at  the  factory  were  such  that  such 
foreign  bodies  would  be  detected  and  excluded.  The 
manufacturer  was  sent  a letter  of  caution. 

In  addition  to  the  information  given  above,  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  County  Council's  Inspector  also  takes  samples 
in  neighbouring  rural  district  - often  of  food  which  is  being 
sold  also  within  this  district  - and  thereby  adds  to  the 
protection  of  the  consumers  in  the  Elstree  Rural  District.
